The true condition df the tunnel was easily 
revealed by the trip. The start was made 
from the general office on Park Row opposite 
Twelfth street, where the end of the main 
shaft strikes the shore, Rubber coated, rub- 
ber booted, and with a patient mule bearing 
the name of Annie Rooney, the reporters and 
the driver Jake stepped upon the elevator 
and were dropped about sixty-five feet to ‘the 
level of the main drift. Annie was quickly 
harnessed to a little cart that was waiting at 
the bottom of the shaft and the party started

down the narrow track toward the east and 
into the inky blackness. | 

The eight-foot tunnel extends out from the 
shore for a distance of a little more than 400 
feet. There is not the least evidence of moist- 
ure in it. The sides and temporary flooring 
are perfectlf dry, and the atmosphere is not 
perceptibly different from that in 
the shaft leading to the ground 
above. Here certamly no fault can 
be found. At this pomt, however, the eight- 
foot drift comes to an end and two six-foot 
drifts continue out under the lake. Aanie 
Rooney was headed down the left arm of the 
Y, known as the northdrift. Until the break- 
water, a half mile from the shore, was 
reached there were no evidences of water. 
The sides and the arched roof of the tunnel 
were dry and clean, and the flooring was cov- 
ered with loam which had sifted through the 
bottoms of the mule carts while bemg re- 
moved to the end of the shaft. 

Up to the first cross drift, which is located 
directly beneath the breakwater, the tunnel 
continued perfectly dry. From that point, 
however. humidity in the atmosphere and 
dampness in the masonry began to show 
itself. The first water was seen trickling 
down the side 650 feet from the breakwater 
and in the north shaft. It came through @ 
little tube inserted in the top of the shaft. 
Later the Superintendent, William Dennon, 
explained that the water hdd been allowed to 
flow purposely, as it was better to have it 
come into the tunnel in a single stream than 
to soak into the masonry from the outside. 

The north drift continued if anything to 
grow more moist. At 1,300 feet, measur- 
ing from the breakwater, the sides 
glistened -with moisture, although in no 
case could actual leaks be found. At 1,900

HOW THE TRUST APPRASED GREEN- 
HUT AND MORRIS, 


The President and Director Offer Their Res- 
ignations, bat the Board Meets Them 
with Flattery and Praise and Concede 


Everything—Remarkable Document Of- 


fered by the Peoria Man, Who Admits 
Having Sold Most of His Stock—The 
Roard Pleased with Mr. Morris, 

All was smooth sailing for President Green- 


hut ana Nelson Morris at the meeting of the 


directors of the whisky trust yesterday. The 
necting was held with closed doors, and if a 
storm raged within or dangers threatened no 
sign was allowed to escape. 

Presiaent Greenhut and Nelson Morris had 
things all their own way, and if they could 
have dictated beforehand what should be done 
the result could not have been more to their 
liking. In the first place President Greenhut 
placed his resignation before the board. It is 
a remarkable document. It admitted that 
Greenhut and Morris had sold a large part of 
their holdings, and denounced the policy fol- 
lowed by their opponents in the management 
of the business. But board ‘refused to ac- 
cept the resignation, ested that it be with- 
drawn, and passed resolutions indorsing Presi- 
dent Greenhut’s policy without reservation. 

Nelson Morris also sent in his resignation as 
a director, and the board took the same action 
as in the case of the President. Long resolu- 
tions flattering Mr. Morris were passed. 

Then a reduction of two cents a gallon in 
the price of spirits, to take effect immediate- 
ly, was ordered. Asif this were not a suffi- 
cient concession to President Greenhut and 
Director Morris, the officers of the company 
were empowered to put down the price to any 
figure they might deem necessary to preserve 
the company’s business at all hazards. The 
most important question not decided yester- 
day related to President Greenhut’s plan for 
the purchase by the trust of the distilleries 
now held only by leases, which expire May 1. 
This matter will come up for consideration 
today. | 9 

To make the triumph of Greenhut and Mor- 
ris complete and overwhelming, full copies of 
President Greenhut’s resignation, with its bit- 
ter denunciation of his opponents, and of the 
abject resolutions adopted in regard to the 
resignation of that of Mr. Morris were fur- 
nished to the press. Some of the stockhold- 
ers may be surprised that publicity should be 
given to one part of President Greenhut’s 
resignation. It records the statement that 
both Mr. Greenhut and Mr. Morris some time 
ago disposed of a large part of their holdings. 
They did so, Mr. Greenhut says, because they 
were disgusted at the refusal of the directors 
to listen to their protests against the efforts of 
some stockholders to boom the stock up to a 
fictitious value. . 

It was noon before the board mat at the 
Auditorium. There were present President 
Greenhut, Vice-President H. L. Terrell of 
New York, Secretary P. J. Hennessy ot Chi- 
eago, Treasurer W. N. Hobart of Cincinnati, 
Nelson Morris, Warren H. Corning and Julius 
E. French of Cleveland. Director L. H. 
Green of Cincinnati was absent by reason of 
illness and there was one vacancy iu the board 
caused by the death of Director Woolner of 
Peoria. The board remained in session until 
7 o’clock, with a short intermission for lunch, 
at 3 o’clock, After the adjournment several 
documents were given out for publication. 
The first was the resignation of President 
Greenhut, which was as follows: 

Resignation of President Greenhut, 

There having recently been a great many reports 
in circulation in the press and otherwise reflecting 
on Mr. Nelson Morris and myself, in justice to us 


I deem it proper to make the following statement. 


to be placed upon the records: 
My own faithful services for the best interest df 
the company from its incipiency up to the present 


time, and in which I have always been supported by 


Mr. Morris, are fully known to you gentlemen, 
and 1 do not believe require any apology on my 
part. My aim has been to guide the affairs of 
this company on a conservative basis, and, there- 
by assure, not only a permanent investment to 
stockholders, but also satisfy the tradé, without 
whose support no organization can be successful. 
This policy, however, has not been satisfactory to 
certain stockholders, and for some time every 
means has been brought to bear with this board 
to hold the market so as to show abnormal profit, 
and to send out reports, as coming from autbentic 
sources, to the effect that the earnings of the com- 
pany are fabulous, and that we could easily pay 
two or three times the amount of dividends we are 
paying, ete. 

You gentlemen know the protest made by Mr. 
Morris and myself for several months past against 
such a suicidal policy, and our request to the 
board that some official contradiction be made, 
But the board concluded to take no notice of the 
same. At that time there were no larger indi. 
vidual stockholders in the company than Mr, 
Morris and myself, and it was not until we found 
our protests unavailing that we began to fear the 
result, and concluded that it was best to sell the 
most of our stock, which, it will be conceded, we 
had a perfect rightto do, Nothing has been done 
on our part, either by word or deed, which was 
not to the best interests and for the perma- 
nent success of the company, but as our 
course was not in perfect harmony 
with those who were endeavoring to create a 
fictitious value on the stock and then sell out, 
we have been subjected to abuse and accused of 
trying to bear the market. The efforts of Mr. 
Morris and myself in purchasing stock in large 


anonymous statements made in the public prints, 
satistied as they are that are instigated by 
those having ulterior motives and who wisi! to in- 
jure the company or to vent personal spleen, ut- 
terly disbelieving all such statements as the di- 
rectors do.

After Nelson Morris hau done the kindly 
office of signing his n to the flattering 
resolutions unloaded en Mr. Greenhut he pre- 
sented his own resignation. What he said is 
a secret with the board, as the document was 
not given out. It probably referred to the 
‘“slop’”’ charges, as in rejecting the resigna- 
tion “‘slop’’ was given an entire whereas ” 
paragraph. The resolutions in which the res- 
ignation was declined are as follows: 

Wur nns, In view of certain publications 
charging Mr. Nelson Morris with occupying his 
business relations with this company in a manner 
ncousistent with his position as director he has 
tendered his resignation as @ director; and 

Wuereas, This board, in all Mr. Morris’ busi- 
ness relations with the company, has found him 
ready to fully protect the interests of the com- 
pany; and 

Waereas, Theslop this company has to dis- 
pose of isa marketable product for which the 
company has many customers, and it bas al- 
ways found Mr. Morris ready to pay as much as 
any one would offer, and in several cases more, 
and as high a price as any distiiling company can 
obtain for this product, and a higher price than 
he has paid distillers not connected with this 


company; and ä 

Waereas. In all transactions between himself 
and the company he has shown a liberality that 
was neither required by his ¢ontracts nor accord- 
ed us by others; and ; 

Waereas, We have full confidence.in bis integ- 
rity asa man and his faithfulness: to the com- 
pany : therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this board declines to accept 
his resignation tendered to it and requests him to 
withdraw it. 

Cutting Down the Prices. 

After adjusting the trouble with its Presf 
dent and Director Morris, the board conceded 
another point, which they both favor—viz.: 
the reduction of the price of spirits, in the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the basis price of the products 
of this company be reduced two cents per proof 
gallon at once. 

Resolved, That it is the determined policy of 
this board that the price of the product of this 
company be put anu maintained at such point as 
will enable 1t to hold its trade at ail hazards. and 
for this purpose the officers of the company be 
and are hereby authorized to put down prices to 
such point as they may from time to time deem 
necessary. 

After the meeting President Greenbh ut said 
regarding the board’s action: Some of the 
stockholders had an idea that they could run 
this company on a balloon policy. Now it is 
not a question of dividends, but we have 
reached a point where the company has to 
maintain its trade.“ | 

Mr, Greenhut did not think the statement 
given out that the President of the company 
had sold a large block of stock would neces- 
sarily tend to /bear the stock, seeing it had 
closed at 5244 that day. 

Regarding the resignations, Treasurer Ho- 
bart said if the members of the board had all 
resigned it would not have the effect of dis- 
rupting the company,.a® there is too much 
property at stake. | 

The board did what we wanted them to do 
some time ago—put down the price of spirits, 
said Nelson Morris. We have been losing 
money for months. Ifwe had pursued this 
policy it wouldn’t have been necessary to shut 
down about a quarter of all the distilleries of 
the company, as has been done.“ 

„ While the directors werb adjusting their dif- 
ferences up-stairs some jf the stockholders, 
with no voice in the matter, awaited the result 
in the hotel café, They expect their chance 
to come in April, when the annual election of 
directors will be held at i Four vacan- 
ciés on the board will be led, and it is said 
that the 70 per cent of the stock opposed 
to the present management will be heard 
from. The waiting stockholders . grouped 
about the rotunda ticker and were en- 
couraged by the fact that the stock opened 
at 5054, rose to 52%, and closed at 525, show- 
ing a much stronger market than on the pre- 
ceding day. The highest price the stock has

HOUSES UNDER FIRE. 


TWO VOLLEYS CRASH AGAINST 
‘BUILDINGS ON ARBOR PLACE, 


One Bullet Goes Through a Window and 
Strikes Near a Bed in Which a Young 
Woman Lies Sick— Her Recovery Re- 
tarded by the Shock Received—Mrs. 
Morris Wood Cat by Broken Glass—Ad- 
Joining Houses Also Struck—Shots May 
Have Come from St. Paul Trains. 


Six bullets struck the row of two-story and 
basement brick houses on Arbor place, be- 
tween North Sheldon and Ada streets, at 5:40 
o’clock Monday night. A few hours later, at 
11:20, a dozen or more bullets flew through 
the air, striking the houses at Nos. 26, 28, 
and 30, N 

When the second volley was fired Miss Nellie 
Wood, who is a teacher in the Welis School, 
lay in the front room of the house at No. 30. 
One of the bullets went through the window 
and was buried in the woodwork close to her 
head. She was just recovering from a severe 
illness of two weeks. Yesterday, instead of 
being able to go out, as the physicians had 
expected, she was completely prostrated by

the shock, and it may be many weeks before 
she is able to leave her home. 

At the same time both volleys of shots were 
fired outgoing trains on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul road, the tracks of which 
run within forty feet of the houses, flew by. 

In No. 30 lives Morris Wood of the firm of 


Wood & Sons, the wood-carving machifle man- 


ufacturers at Nos. 31 and 83 South Canal 
street. In No. 28 lives his son, George Wood, 
and in No. 26 is Alex Campbell, who is em- 
ployed by Sherman Brothers, the spice- 
millers. 

Mr. Morris Wood, who returned home early 
Monday night on account of his daughter’s 
illness, reached his house a few moments be- 
fore the first shots were fired. He had just 
entered his daughter’s room when the reports 
rang out. He hurried to the window and saw 
the Libertyville accommodation train of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road disap- 
pearing. He thought the shots had been fired 
by persons in the train, but he paid little at- 
tention to it. No one was within view. 8 

Were the Bullets Struck. 

The neighbors rushed out, and for a time 
there was some excitement about the place. 
Two of the bullets had splintered the bricks in 
No. 28 and one of the missiles buried itself in 
the woodwork around the front door of No. 26. 

When the second volley was fired Mr. and 


Mrs. Wood were sitting with their sick daugh- 


ter. Mrs. Wood was sitting near the window 
and her husband was seated at his daughter’s 
bedside. Just a moment before the reports 
were heard Mr. Wood heard a train approach- 
ing and remarked to his wife that it must be 
after 11 o’clock, as the Omaha express on the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road was coming. He 
had hardly finished the sentence before the 
bullets, which were fired in rapid succession, 
came whizzing against the house, 

One of the leaden missiles crashed through 
the upper pane of the window, and was buried 
in the woodwork close to where Miss Wood 
lay. It passed within a foot and a half of her 
head. The broken glass fell upon Mrs. Wood, 
cutting her hands and slightly cutting her face. 
Thoroughly frightened, she rushed to where 
her daughter lay, fearing she had been shot. 
The sick girl had arisen mechanically and was 
panting and shivering with fear. Great beads 
of perspiration stood out on her hands and 
face and her mother was compelled to support 
her to keep her from falling. - She imme- 
diately relapsede into semi-unconsciousness 
and a physician was summoned. Miss Wood 
had been suffering with the grip and a slight 
attack of pneumonia, but she had so far re- 
covered that she expected to take charge of 
her class again next Monday. Yesterday she 
was worse than at any time during her illness. 

Thinks They Came from the Train, 

Mr. Wood managed to reach the window be- 
fore the train was out of sight. He says he is 
positive that it was a Milwaukee and St. Paul 
train and he is sure the shots were fired by 
some one in the cars. Over a dozen shots 
were fired. The window on the first floor was 
broken, the bullet imbedding itself in the in- 
side blind. Three other bullets struck the

Company—A Significant Dispatch.

The speaker was an active stockholder in 
the Economic Gas and Fuel company, and the 
telegram to which he referred read as follows:

And it also means, continued the stock- 
holder, that the gas trust is knocked out, 
that Chicago will have natural gas despite the 
trust, and that the Eastern end of 
the concern is badly worsted. We have 
arranged our natural gas affairs to 
conform with the laws of Indiana, and 
there was really no excuse for the suit brought 
in New Jersey to stop the work. It was 
brought by E. C. Benedict and some of his gas 
trust friends, who own a little less than a third 
of the stock of the Columbus Construction 
company of Chicago, which is doing our work 
in Indiana.” 5 

The Columbus Construction company is or- 
ganized under the laws of the State of New 
Jersey. Two months ago Charles E. Benedict 
brought suit against the company, alleging 
that the company has a pipe line to carry nat- 
ural gas from Indiana to Chicago and that 
the State of Indiana passed a law preventing 
the gas from being taken out of the State. 

Benedict claimed that with this state of 
affairs the company would not be profitable, 
and that the stockholders would have no way 
of getting back the $1,500,000 spent. He asked 
the Chancellor, McGill, to enjoin the compa- 
ny’s charter. The Chancellor refused to do 
it, because, he said, the company might find

“.That’s a St. Louis story,“ said L. E. Wood- 
bury of No. 207 Kinzie street. These re- 
ports are set afloat in order to divert trade 
from Chicago. A few months ago the man- 
ufacturers advanced the price of brooms 25 
cents a dozen. This was equal to an advance 
of one cent a pound on corn. The advance of 
price is just a healthy one and there is no cor- 
ner in it. Broom-corn which was selling for 
$50 in July is now selling for $110, but this ad- 
vance is due only to the shortness of this 
year’s crop. They claim a shortage of 8,000 
tons in the 1891 crop, but the fact that there is 
still 2,000 tons unbought in the country dis-

PETER HARRINGTON HASALIGHT HEART 


He Was a Deserter from the Army and Has

Peter Harrington, 45 years of age, appeared 

before Commissionar Hoyne yesterday after- 


noon and swore to quite a remarkable afli- 


davit.

The Boy Was 8 Years Old and Taken from 


School Monday—An Offer to Return the 
Boy at Midnight for $6,000 or He Would 
Be Put to Death—The Note Borne by the

Nuw York, Feb. 2.—[Special.]—A band of 
kidnapers have stolen Ward Frey Waterbury, 


the 8-year-old son of Charles P. Waterbury, a 
farmer of Long Riuge, Conn., and are holding 
him for $6,000 ransom. The child was stolen 
Monday while on his way to school, The 
father has received a letter from the 
men who-have his child, threatening that if he 
does not promptly pay the money they will 
kill the lad, and intimating that they vill 
also wreak vengeance. on his head, The 
demand of the child-stealers, who signed 
themselves River Boys, was that the 
money should be paid to them at mid- 
night tonight on a bridge near Bedford, on 
the dividimg line between Connecticut and 
New York. The father of the boy started to 
keep the appointment with $8,000 in his 


pocket, all hé could raise in such a short time. 


Deputy-Sheriffs Howard Pugsley and Stephen 
Hart of White Plains started for the scene late 


tonight. 

Fifty armed mien spent all Monday night in 
scouring the country for the boy with lanterns. 
Suspicion exists that Charles E. Waterbury, 


who is a nephew of the boy’s father, knows 


more about the plot than he will 


admit. It was he who bore the note to 
Charles P. Waterbury in which the kidnapers 
made their demand for $6,000. He claims to 
have been out hunting, when he saw three 
men armed with shotguns standing beside a 
haeton. One of them had the child on his 
ack and threw the note to Waterbury, telling 


him to deliver it, while the others drove him 
away with their guns. Charles E. Waterbury 
is not on youd terms with his uncle, and, while 
he delivered the note, advised that the ransom 
demanded be paid.

NEGLECTED TO STAMP 200 TICKETS. 


A Little Confusion Over Getting Seats for 
the Bichloride of Gold Entertainment.

BELGIUM'S CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM, 


Government Bill for Household Suffrage 
} Not Satisfactory to Workers, 
(SPECIAL CABLE. | 
Brussers, Feb. 2.— The important question 
of the revision of the Constitution, raised by a 


popular demand for universal suffrage, care 


up today before the House of Representatives 
on the proposition of Herr Janson, the Radi- 
cal leader, for the revision of the suffrage 
clauses of the Constitution. Premier Beerna- 
cret gave his adhesion to the proposal, but 
said that before the dissolution of the present 
Parliament for the election of a constitutional 
assembly it would be well to agree upon the 
general — of suffrage reform and constitu- 
tional revision, and he proceeded to lay before 
the House a bill embodying the views of the 
government, 9 
This bill creates a household suffrage and 
increases the electoral body from 200,000 to 
600,000 votes, modifies the vote clause of the 
Constitution, and grants the King power (after 
any law passes Parliament) to refer it to the 
people. 
After a long debate the House agreed to the 
proposal of Minister Beernacret to refer nd 
bill to the central section af the House, whith 
will report in April. Aftera vote the budget 
will come up for final discussion, and if then 
agreed to the present Parliament will be dis- 
solved in June and the new one elecied with a 
special mission to revise the Constitution on 
e basis agreed upon. 
The ultimate result will probably be to cause 
reat discontent and a — — agitation. 
e working classes declare they will resort 
to any means to obtain absolutely universal 
suffrage. Thetime between now and June 
will be an important epoch for Belgium, even 
for Europe, as any internal trouble here may 
furnish the long-looked-for occasion for for- 
eign interference leading to a general war, 


INFLUENZA IN EUROPE. 


Decreasing in Hungary, Poland, and Den- 
mark—kLnglish Death Kate High. 

[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Berit, Feb. 2.—The influenza is decreas- 
ing, especially in Hungary, Poland, and Den- 
mark. The death rate has fallen considerably 
in Vienna, but is increasing in Germany. 
There is a decrease in Kiel, Magdeburg, and 
Danzie and an increase in Dresden, Bruns- 
wick, and Riga.

CHINA AND JAPAN, 


The Rebellion in Northern China—Acci- 
dents at Sea—Japanese News, 

San Francisco, Feb. 2.—The steamship 

China arrived this afternoon, twenty-one days 


from Hongkong, bringing the following news: 


* 


The Chinese papers announce the issuance of 


an imperial deeree Jan. 4, announcing the 
overthrow of the rebels at Ngo-Hon-Chi, Hsia- 
Chang-Kao, and Pai-Tse-Fu, in Northern 
China. The decree states that the imperial 
forces, under Gen. Nies Szshing and others, 
made a combined attack on Pai-Tse-Fu, 
the old center of the rebellion, on Dec 
18. The town was carried by storm and Wang 
Ching and other rebel chiefs were killed. The 
cavalry pursued the fleeing rebels, killing 300 
of them ana captured a large number of guns, 
horses, and ammunition. 
the rebels fled when the cannon of the im- 
perial forces opened fire. Wang Fau and two 
other rebel chiefs were killed on the field of 
battle, as were also 1,000 rebela, who wete put 
to the’sword without mercy. Heng-Tek-Kwong 
strategical adviser of the rebels, was captured 
alive. The Emperor recommended for pro- 
motion a number of Generals who distin- 


guished themselves on that occasion. 
Jan. 7 a second decree was issued, stating 
that the troops under Gen. Yu Luk and Ting 


had obtained a series of victories and had suc- 


ceeded in suppressing the insurgents at Chao- 
yang, that the main body of the rebels had 
been extirpated, and that troops were at the 
time engaged in hunting fugitive rebels. 
From Dec. 9 to Dec. 22 six engagements took 
place at various points, resulting in 
the defeat of the rebels in every 
case. Kon-Kon-Tse, their stronghold, was 
broken up and the Commander-in- 
chief of Van-sun-fat and three hundred rebels, 
were captured, together with great quantities 
of stores of war. Others of the rebeis fled to 
the city of Utan, but with the help of troops 
who were proceeding to the scene from ‘the 
eastward, it was thought that the imperial 
forces on the ground would have no difficulty 
in extirpating them. Disturbances in the 
Provinceof Kuei-Chaw had been ended, a 
number of rebels being killed. The ringlead- 
ers were captured arid decapitated. 

The Vice-Admiral of H. M. S. Porpoise, 
which went to the scene of the sinking of the 
steamer Namchow off Cupchi Point, made a 
brief report from Swatow Jan. 11 to the etfect 
that there were 400 Chinese and six Europeans 
on board, and that all were lost except twenty- 
nine Chinese who saved themselves in the 
ahip’s boats and were brought to ( upchi in 
junks. The Porpoise made searchjin. the vicin- 
ity for wreckage without result. Eleven lives 
were lost by the wreck of the steamship Marie 
Dec. 31 off Chefoo. The vessel, which carried 
a general cargo of merchandise, struck the 
rocks during a fog at night and soon began to 
founder. hree boats were lowered. One 
reached shore safely, the second capsized but 
the occupants swam ashore, while the third 
capsized and the second officer, third en- 
neer, and nine Chinese sailors perished.

They Staid Aboard Stranded Vessel Al- 
most Too Long and Owe Their Lives to 
Coastguardsmen—ship Likely Soon to 
Go to Pieces—All the Natives Watch the 
Grand but Awful Scene—Marquis of 
Salisbury Speaks at Exeter—Spurgeon’s 
Funeral, 

Loxbox, Feb. 2.—The passengers rescued 
from the North German Lloyd steamer Eider, 
which was stranded Sunday on Atherfield 


Point, were driven from Athepfield across 


the Isle of Wight to Cowes, whence they took 
a steamer to Southampton. All the passengers 
concur in denying the sensational reports that 
a panic prevailed when the steamer struck or 
afterwards, “They say that these reports were 
circulated by persons whose vivid imagina- 
tions outran their discretion, and that as 
a matter of fact there was not the 
slightest trace of any panic, They say 
that they were naturally startled when 
the steamer brought up, but that many of 
them had already anticipated an accident of 
some sort, owing to the dense and almost im- 
penetrable fog, and when it did occur théy 
were in no way surprised, The stories of peo- 
ple rushing on deck in their night-clothes and 
crying piteously, they say, were never fur- 
nished by any one on board the steamer, for 
but few of the passengers had retired at the 
time. Most of them were up awaiting the 
time when the steamer should reach South- 
hampton, and when the shock of the strand- 
ing occurred the people were very easily con- 
vinced by the officers that they were in no 
danger. The very best of discipline was ob- 
served by the crew. 

Tne gale from the southwest last night 
caused a heavy sea to run in the channel, 
which added materia!ly to the danyerous po- 
sition of the Eider. The place where the 
steamer lay was exposed to the full force of 
the wind and sea and is one of the most peril- 
ous points for navigators in the channel. 
Owing to the treacherous current which sets 
in toward the tedge, which varies in velocity 
according to weather conditions, thus making 
it almost imp~ssible for navigators to take it 
into their calculations, even the Captains of 
coasting vessels give the place a wide berth 
and stand well off shore until the ledge is far 
astern. The wind continued to freshen 
throughout the night and as it grew in force 
the position of the Eideg grew worse and 
worse and the ship pounded violently, at one 
moment lifted by the incoming seas and the 
next dropped on the rocks as the waves rolled 
shoreward. f a 

The heavy sea during the night also endan- 
gered the tugs lying by the stranded steamer 
and for their own safety they were compelled 
to make a better offing. It was impossible to 
attempt to get a strain an the Eider from the 
tugs and no attempt therefore was made to 
get the ship off. The lifeboats, however, be- 
ing of much lighter draught were not in much 
danger of striking the rocks and they lay 
alongside the Eider rendering any service 
they might be called on to perform. 

The pumps on the Eider were kept phere 
at their full capacity all night; but, thoug 
tons of water poured through the scuppers, 
the sea kept slowly but surely gaining, pour- 
ing through a hole in the ship’s side where the 
jagged rocks had torn the stout iron plates 

ike pieces of cardboard. The forward pumps 

were rendered of little use when the steamer 
began to settle astern, and the after pumps 
were unable to keep the water down. 2 
force of the seas striking the vessel during the 
night may be judged from the fact that the 
propeller was washed away, 

At daylight signals were shown from the 
vessel which when translated read that the 
steamer wanted help. A lifeboat was imme- 
diately launched through the heavy surf and 
startedfor the steamer. In the meantime a 
portion of the crew had entered the life boats 
alongside the stranded steamer and started 
for shore. The sea was running very high and 
a tremendous surf was rolling up the beach. 
The lifeboat crews and their passengers got 
along well for a time, but when they reached 
the combings skill was necessary to prevent 
the boats from en. Much difficulty 
was experienced in shooting the boats through 
the surf, but finally a landing was made in 
safety. 

All the Natives Came to See. 

The beach in the vicinity of Atherfield 
Ledge was filled during the day with people 
from miles round, all anxious to see the spec- 
tacle of a great transatlantic steamer piled 
upon the rocks. Many of the older men in 
the little groups that gathered had been toil- 
ers of the sea in their youth, and the sight of 
the Eider lying helplessly on the dangerous 
ledge put them in reminiscent moods, They 
told of many wrecks and narrow escapes they 
had seen or had themselves. 

Shortly after 2:30 the sky in the west grew 
blacker and blacker and in a short time the 
storm clotds, hurrying before an increasing 
wind, covered the whole sky. A furious rain 
poured down, and to add to the discomfort of 
those whose duty called them tothe shore it 
was accompanied by pelting hailstones. The 
crowd of sightseers on the beach sought shel- 
ter from the sturm and scattered in every di- 
rection, making for farmhouses, fishermen’s 
huts, barns, anywhere where they could find 
temporary covering that would save them 
from a drenching, and soon no one was left on 
the beach save the lifeboatmen, coastgvards- 
men, and afew of the crew from the Eider. 
The sea was lashed to increasing fury by the 
freshening gale, and as the huge rollers swept 
in from the channel they would strike the 
steamer with a sullen boom and sweep almost 
entirely over it. 

Rest of Crew Landed in Tremendous Sea 

About 8:30 the lifeboats were again 
launched, and went battling their way through 
the heavy seas in the direction of the steamer 
in an endeavor to rescue some of the members 
of the ship’s company who were still aboard 
the vessel, and whose position has become 
very precarious owing to the increased severi- 
ty of the gale. Ihe storm at the time the life- 
boats were launched had gained terrible vio- 
lence. The lifeboat crew at Atherfield had a 
tremendous struggle to get their craft beyond 
the breakers which were piling high up upon 
the shore. The men were greatly hampered 
by their cork jackets, oilskins,.and sea boots. 
Getting in the gunwales of their boat, they 
would wait for a receding wave, and then 
with a hearty All together!“ they would 
attempt to run it out beyond the swirling 
waters that came tumbling upon the shore 
with a thundering crash Time and time 
again they were beaten back, but nothing 
daunted by their repeated failures they would 
agaia spring to their task, determined that if 
human skill could get a boat afloat into the 
tumbling, tossing sea they would doit. Once 
a big sea caught the boat up like a cockle- 
shell, hfted it into the air, swung it around 
end for end, and then hurled it close up to the 
beach. Fortunately it sustained no damage, 
and the ¢rew soon had the boat’s head to the 
Then came their chance. The 
-boat was run out, was caught by a receding 
wave, and like a flash the crew climbed over 
the gunwales, grasped their long, heavy oars, 
and soon, with powerful strokes, were out be- 
yond the line of breakers. They still had a dif- 
ficult task before them. The course was di- 
rectly in the eye of ‘the wind that 
was now blowing almost a hurricane, but the 
sturdy lifeboatmen, taking advantage of every 
bit of the sea knowledge gained by years’ 
experience along the treacherous coast, bent 
to their oars and made every stroke tell. 
Slowly but surely the boat forged ahead. 
Sometimes it would appear upon the crest 
of a high sea, but only again to disappear 
in the trough of the sea; thus it continued 
uutil the boat got under the lee of the Eider, 
where was comparatively smooth water. A 
line was taken from the steamer, and then 
dropping alongside, the boat took on boar 
as many of the crew as could safely be car- 
ried and headed for the shore. 

The men who had remained on the steamer 
had been anxiously waiting for the lifeboat 
for hours. They knew that with the heavy sea 
running that there was great danger of the 
Eider’s gomg to pieces, aud when the Ather- 
field lifeboat reached the wreck its crew was 
welcomed with a hearty cheér. The lifeboats 


from Brightsone and Lewis had similar ex- 


perlences, but after a long struggle they, too, 
reached the steamer and took everybody off. 

As each lifeboat carrying members of the 
ship’s crew reached the shore in safety after 
its terrible struggle through the foaming 
waters it was indeed a touching sight to see 
the rescued men embrace each other in the 
exuberance of their great joy at being deliv- 
ered from the angry. waves, which seemed loth 
to have them escape. The hardy mariners were 
much affected by their terrible passage from 
their stranded vessel to the shore, and ali were 
full of gratitude to the brave men who so gal- 
lantly risked their lives. The transfer of the

How the Terrible Accident Occurted. 


Monday the engineers on the Ender had to 
run for their lives when the action of the huge 
seas caused the vessel to slide astern. She 
sprang a leak at 6 o’clock yesterday evening, 
up to which time the men working in the en- 
gine-rooins were able to keep the fires going 
and supply steam to the boilers, but 
when. this breach was. made in the 
vessel the water rushed through the 
openings made by the sharp rocks in tremen- 
dous volumes and quickly extinguished all the 
fires and thus shut off the supply of steam. 
All hands worked steadily at the 
pumps throughout the long night, yet 
in spite of every ators water gained 
rapidly on them until finally the lower decks 
and then the after-degk promenade were 
gradually submerged. The water continued 
to persistently creep upward, and at last, aft- 
er many weary hours of fatiguing work, it

The Passage Was a Good One. 

In an interview one of the officers of the 
ship says the passage was a good one. They 
did not see land till they sighted the Lizard, 
and it was difficult to recognize points in the 
fog. The Eider steamed r Sunday 
with a sharp lookout for pilots, but none 
were seen. Neither were the Needles nor the 
Southampton lights seen. The passengers 
had every confidence in the Captain. They 
spent a pleasant evening, the band playing be- 
low deéks. The Captain had personal charge 
4 ship. At the time of the accident a 
sdunding was being taken every five minutes. 
and the vessel was at slowest speed, 

The officer adds: I was on the bridge = 
The 
vessel trembled throughout, and three slight 
bumps followed. The members of the band 
suddenly ceased playing and ran on deck with 
the crew to ascertain the cause of the shock, 
but quickly returned on the Captain assuring 
them there was no danger, and the concert was 
resumed. For ashort time none of us real- 
ized the real state of affairs. But presently 
the fog lifted somewhat, revealing the — 4 
position close to some cliffs and firmly cradled 
in rocks. We still expec however, to float 
uninjured with the tide. When the lifeboat 
came alongside it appeared more dangerous 
to venture into that than to remain aboard.“ 

All the Eider’s officers and the members of 
its crew laud the gallantry and devotion of 
the lifeboat crews, 

Bremen Passengers Forwarded on the Havel. 

The North German Lloyd steamer Havel, to 
which the agents of the company at South- 
ampton intend to transfer all the passen- 
gers of the Eider who are bound for Bremen, 
was signaled off the Scilly Islands at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon.

MARQUIS OF SALISBURY AT EXETER. 


Criticises Liberal Policy—Speaks on “Small

Lonvon, Feb. 2.—The Marquis of Salisbury 
in addressing 10,000 people at a meeting under 
the Chairmanship of Lord Clinton in Exeter 
this evening said: ‘* During this terrible year 
we have lost many greatand illustrious names, 
among them the ruler of Egypt, the result 
of whose able policy has been the recovery of 
that country from its financial and social suf- 
ferings; but England has every reason to be- 
lieve that the late Khedive has been succeeded 
by asovereigh who will carry out his prede- 
cessor’s. wise traditions and that the benefit to 
Egypt accruing from this policy will not be 
less in future than it has been in the past. 

The government is now summoned for 
judgment before the tribunal of the nation, 
and the only true advantage that a statesman 
can give to the poor is to shape matters. so 
the greatest possible opportunity for the exer- 
cise of moral and intellectual qualities shall 
be offered by tne law. 

With regard to parish councils 1 do not 
think that the duty of government is to pro- 
vide amusements for the people, as that would

CHILEANS REMEMBER HIS CARE 
FOR THEIR LEADERS, 


Daring the Stay at His Hause No One Paid 
Any. of the Expenses and the Minister 
Spent a Year's Salary in Their Enter- 
talnment— The Crew of the John Elder 
Not Sufficient to Care for the Vessel— 
Riots and Fires—Politics and Financial 
Affairs in Argentine. i‘ a 


VALTARAISO, Feb. 2.— The resolution intro- 
duced yesterday in the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington, requesting President 
Harrison to recall Minister Egan, was read 
with interest in Valparaiso and Santiago. 
Surprise was expressed in many quarters that 
such a resolution should have been pre- 
sented to Congress. Without entering 
into a defense of Minister Egan it 
can safely be asserted that there 
has been an entire change in public feeling to- 
ward him in this country since the settlement 
of the diplomatic tangles that have been dis- 
turbing the relations of this country and the 
United States. His attitude seems now to 
be better understood, and his services 
in protecting many prominent mem- 
bers of the Congressional party from 
the vengeance of the late Dictator, and in ar- 
ranging an asylum to the refugees who sought 
the American Legation after the downfall of 
Balmaceda, are now generally recognized as 
having been both humane and proper. 

For the last twelve months Minister Egan’s 
house has been filled with refugees. During 
Balmaceda’s dictatorship he shielded many of 
the leaders of the Congressional party, and 
after the fall of Valparaiso many of 
those whose desires for vengeance he had 
thwarted sought his protection from those 
who had formerly asked his aid. All the time 
during the last year from ten to thirty refu- 
gees, representing one or the other factions of 
this country, have been quartered in the Amer- 
ican Legetion. They have been entertained 
and fed entirely at the expense of Minister 
Egan. He refused to accept a penny from 
those who sought his protection, whether they. 
were Congressionalists or Balmacedists. 

They Now Favor Egan. 

He has expended nearly as much as one 
year’s salary in behalf of the refugees whom 
he has kept in the legation. The public in 
Chile appears to be getting better acquainted 
with these facts, and this accounts for the rev- 
olution of feeling in regard to Minister Egan’s 
recall. Edouard Matta, who is now President 
of the Chamber of Deputies, and many ofhers 
whose lives were saved by Minister Egan dur- 


ing Balmaceda’s dictatorship favor his reten- 


tion here as American Minister. ._Sefior Pe- 
reira, Minister of Foreign Affairs, who in- 
structed Minister Montt at Washington to ask 
for Mr. Egan’s recall, now appears very 
friendly to him, and so does Senor Blan 20 
Viel, the Intendente at Valparaiso.

Capt. Parry of the Elder was found 
guilty of carelessness and his certificate was 
suspended for six months, The certificate of 
the chief officer was suspended for three 
months. It was found that the complement of 
sailors was insufficient for a passenger steamer 
like the John Elder. Many of the charges 
brought by the passengers on the vessel when 
it was wrecked were found to have been ex- 
aggerated. , 

Lonpon, Feb. 2.—The Santiago correspond- 
ent of the Times telegraphs that paper as fol- 
iows: The reports which recently circulated 
in the United States to the effect that Patrick 
Egan, the American Minister here, had been 
assassinated were utterly without any founda- 
tion. The Chileans hold him responsible for 
the continued war against the Constitutional 
Government of Chile but their only action in 
the matter is to leave him entirely isolated. 
There is a marked improvement here towards 
the United States Government.”

One 
London broker alone has purchased 15,000 
pipes of the wine, valued’ at haifa million 
pounds, and Count Burnay, the financial 
agent of the Portuguese Government, has 
bought a similar quantity on behalf of a syn- 
dicate of foreign bankers.

NORTH SHORE INLET TUNNEL 
PRACTICALLY IN READINESS. 


Connection Now Being Made with the Old 
Intake—All to Be Completed by 9 
©’Clock This Morning—Denial of Ald. 
Hepburn'’s Assertions Regarding the 


Condition of the Four- Mile Tunnel— Re- 


sult of an Investigation Made by Two 
“Tribune” Men—The Trip Described, 
[Continued from first page. | 


the lining, The water came from springs in 
the quicksand and loam, instead of filtering 
down from beneath the lake above, 

The second cross drift opens into the 
parallel six-foot drift at a point 4,200 feet 
from the breakwater, and it is here that the 
stretch of so-called useless tunnel begins. 
Four months ago a bad leak was discovered 
to have broken in the bottom of the north 
drift a few hundred feet from the 4,200-foot 
mark. It gradually increased in size until 
about ten feet of the tunnel became unable to 
hold out the leaking quick sand and water. 
For a time the pumps were kept busy holding 
down the steady flow of water. Finally it was 
thought advisable to close up the drift for a 
distance of sevefal hundred feet, so a heavy 
bulkhead was fitted into the drift at the 4,200- 
foot cut-off, and another at the opposite end 
at a point about 6,300 feet from the break- 
water, or 2,100 feet distant from the first bulk- 
head. This inclosed space is supposed to be 
filled with quicksand and water. No one 
knows its actual condition. Whether the de- 
fective spot has increased in size is a matter 
of speculation. 

The truth can only be learned when the en- 
gineers decide to open the passage again. 

It was tothis part of the tunnel that Ald. 
Hepburn referred in his speech before the 
Coundil Monday night. Bat Ald. Hepburn 
knows no more about the actual condition of 
the stretch than any other person. 

Annie Rooney and tbe mud cart were 
switched over to the south drift at the bulk- 
heads, There was little to indicate that this 
portion of the tunnel.extended through quick- 
sand. The walls were reasonably dry and no 
water was lying along.the flooring. At 4,400 
feet things began to moisten up again, 
and 100 feet further on small 
streams were trickling through the siding. At 
this point a water-pump in constant operation 
was located. With its aid the tunnel was kept 
reasonably dry. From the 4,600 feet mark to 
the end of the first mile beyond the break- 
water the south drift was found to bein 
almost perfect condition, although the parallel 
drift lying just to che north was full of water. 


At the end of 5,700 feet, however, the general 


condition changed rapidly for worse. The 
water, until now searcely noticeable on the 
floor, began to increase in depth until it 
reached up almost to the top of the cart- 
wheels. It soon became more than a foot 
in depth and ‘the occupants of the 
cart were compelled to get out and 
wade, Still the sides and roof 
of the tunnel remained dry. All the leakage 
came through the bottom of the drift, or 


through small openings in the sides made by 


the engineers. The worst part of the south 
drift extended from the 5,7U0-foot mark to the 
air lock, which is located 6,500 feet from the 
breakwater, Along the entire distance the 
water lay deep on the flooring, although it did 
not accumulate so rapidly but that it could be 
removed by the pumps. The sides and ceil- 
ing continued dry, and the bottom was re- 
sponsible for all the water found. 

The reporter and artist entered the air lock. 
The heavy iron doors were closed and the 
pressure of the air was forced up twenty-two 
pounds higher than the normal pressure. The 
sensation was one not soon to be forgotten. 
For a moment it seemed as if all the blood 
vessels in the body were bursting. There was 
a ringing in the ears of those who were crouch- 
ing in the narrow chamber. F¥mally the dial 
indicated the required pressure, the opposite 
door swung open and the party crept out into 
the tunne! beyond. Here the pressure is uni- 
formly twenty-two pounds more than the 
normal, and, necessarily, the tunnel is per- 
fectly dry.. Any insipient streams that. might 
otherwise crowd their way through the brick 
walls ‘are forced back and the walls, 
sides, and bottom are dry and 
hard. A walk of 300 feet—for Annie Rooney 
was unable to live in the compressed air—led 
to a diagonal cross-drift which opened into 
the north drift. Only a few hundred feet 
back was the bulkhead that held back the 
waterand quicksand of the defective part. 
Not a drop of moisture was visible in the 
compressed air chambers, which extended sev- 
eral hundred feet down toward the east and 
then united to forin the eight-foot single drift 
again, 

The reporters, reached a point 6,950 feet 
from the breakwater or 9,140 feet from the 
shore, Traces of water were no longer visi- 
ble, so a halt was made and the return journey 
was begun. Finally the cut off at the 4,200 
feet point was reached. Up to this distance 
the return journey had been made over the 
same, ground that had been traversed going 
down, At the cut off, however, the party held 
to the south drift, which had not yet been in- 
spected. It was found to be in even better 
condition than the correspénding portion of 
the north drift. ‘There was scarcely any 
moisture and at no place could drops of water 
be seeh,

I can assurre you, and I speak from 
good authority, that the tunnel is safe. There 
is no excuse for the sensational stories told 
concerning it.“ | 

Mr, Noble’s assertions were fully corrobora- 
ted by men in a position to know. The tunneis 
are not in a dangerous condition. 


Mr, Hepburn is now, it is said, heartily 


sorry for his excited and unwarranted talk of 
Monday evening. The truth of the matter 
appears to be that Mr. Hepburn was annoyed 
that Commissioner Aldrich did rot consult 
Engineer Clark before writing to the En- 
gineering Society to appoint experts, and, be- 
cause of this, told with exaggeration what he 
had heard from’ Mr. Clark ard Mr. Aldrich 
about the condition of the six-foot tunnel near 
the break water.

PROPOSE TO CUT INSURANCE RATES, 


Trust Methods to Be Applied to Freeze 
Out Non-Board Companies. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 2.—[{Special.]—For 
some time past the large insurance companies 
of the country have been demanding an in- 
crease of fire rates in this city. ‘his demand 
has been emphasized since the recent appoint- 
ments of Mayor Noonan have proved the St. 
Louis department to be a political machine. 
The local Board of Underwriters, however, 
has been hampered in the work of inaugurat- 
ing higher rates by the presence here of a large 
number of non-board companies which it was 
known would at once begin cutting rates if an 
advance was made, 4 4— 8 efforts 
having been made by the board com- 
panies to get the non-board’ companies 
into the arrangement, it is now proposed to 
place the city under a compact management 
of the Western Union Fire Insurance organi- 
zation to raise rates as they have been raised 
in other cities. This, in the opinion of insur- 
ance men, would precipitate a rate war be- 
tween union and non-union companies. Sev- 
euty-five per cent of the large fire companies 
in the country are members of the Western 
Union, and especially those companics repre- 
sented in the various boards of fire under- 
writers. Agents representing non-board com- 
panies here were willing to make an arrange- 
ment, but the mutual companies held out and 
defeated the plan. Insur 
board claim that the only way out of the diffi- 
culty is to adopt the plan successfully em-

PREPARING FOR THE BIG CONVENTION. 


The General Committee Has Practically 
Abandoned the Exposition Plan. 

All hope of securing the north end of the 
Exposition Building for the Democratic Na- 
tional con vention has been practically aban- 
doned. There was a meeting of the General 
committee at the Iroquois club yesterday at 
which ex-Judge Altgeld presided.

the matter. Some suggestions had been made 
to extend the building, but this change would 
cost $19,000 and little was said about it. 

The Committee on Wigwam reported that 
such a structure on the Lake-Front, seating 
16,000 people, would cost $27,000. The most 
available site was thought to be the block 
south of Jackson street extended, but some of 
the members suggested that 1t would be better 
to go north of the armories. Mr. Wilkinson 
said the a¥chitect stated that this would be a 
great reduction of expense, as the armories 
could be fitted up for committee-rooms, 

The question of objection on the part of the 
property-owners was raised, but it was stated 
that Montgomery Ward consented to a circus 
on this site, and it was doubted if he would 
object to the Democratic National convention.

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ONE CAUSE OF SMOKE. 


TO UNCLEAN CHIMNEYS MUCH OF 
THE TROUBLE IS DUR. 


4 Sample Stack That Must Be an Exceed. 
ingly Dirty One-The Stuffing Up of 
Passages Prevents Perfect Combustion— 
The Chimney Sweep Almost an Un- 
known Quantity in Chicago — Proper 
Care More Effective than Patent Devices 
Suggestions from Dr. Ware. 


The Bee-Hive Building is among the down- 
town business blocks in which the smoke or- 
dinance is persistently violated. It has a 
smoke stack, rising from the rear wall, front- 
ing on the north and south alley east of the 
American Express company’s building. There 
are some other chimneys close by that do not 
allow it to surpass them to any great extent. 
From the top story of the Fair Building, fust 
south of these two structures, there opens an 
extensive view of smoking stacks lying close 
together and doing their best to keep the at- 
mosphere clouded and the city dirty. The 
view of the Bee-Hive stack presented herewith 
shows the roofs from that point. At the time

the drawing was made the stacks on the 
American Express Building were not smoking. 

There is in many cases a much simpler 
remedy for abating smoke than putting on 
smoke-burners. It is always well in trying to 
remedy the evil to reeur to first principles, or 
in the present case to the principles of com- 
bustion. It is a remarkable thing that some 
furnaces can be kept going at all so com- 
pletely are these principles neglected. It is 
the idea of many who have stidied the ques- 
tion that the overcrowding of boilers is largely 
responsible for the prevalence of smoke. 
But there is another item of greatest im- 
portance that is commonly overlooked. The 
supply of air is one of the chief elements of per- 
fect combustion. To maintain a steady cur- 
rent through the combustion chamber is 
necessary to avoid smoke. As a general thing 
the smoke-stacks are calculated to provide a 
sufficient current if they are in prime condi- 
ticn. But are they in such condition? 

It would strike a European as a most aston- - 
ishing fact that virtually no attention is paid 
in Chicago to keeping chimneys clean. One 
who comes from any of the big cities of 
Europe is accustomed to legal provisions re- 
quiring smoke-stacks and chimneys on large 
plants and on dwelling-houses to be cleaned 
at stated periods, Neglect of this rule is visit- 
ed by fine and is taken by fire-insurance com- 
panies as a ground to refuse indempities, 
Who ever heard of chimneys being cleaned in 
Chicago? Those who have it done could be 
easily numbered in three figures, 

Chimneys Should Be Kept Clean. 

Nevertheless it is well understood that a 
dirty chimney will smoke, no matter what 
precautions are taken with the furnace, and 
that a clean chimney will keep even a poor 
furnace in comparatively ‘clean condition, 
The chimney-sweep is becoming quite an im- 
portant figure in the present anti-smoke cru- 


sade. Some owners of steam plants are 
beginning to realize that it is cheap- 
er to pay from 88 to 8314 once 


a year for cleaning their smokestacks than to 
fight lawsuits with the city and pay fines that 
may amount to $50 and occur every few weeks. 
One thing is claimed to be certain—nameély: 
that whoever has his smukestack cleaned once 
will do it regularly thereafter. In addition to 
the other ‘advantages there is the saving in 
fuel which goes with perfect combustion, and 
which those who keep their chimneys clean 
have invariably discovered. 

An experienced man in the lowly but im- 
portant calling of chimney-sweeping explains 
that the soot in a chimney has an exasperating 
way of piling up along the walls in such a way 
as to most effectually stop thé passage of a 
draft of air or smoke through the chimney. 
It does not form a straight tine along the wall 
or present a smooth surface, but it forms in 
latitudinal waves, producing a channel al- 
ternately narrow and wide, but of a capacity, 
naturally, equal only to its most narrow parts. 
The engineer and fireman may be ever so care- 


ful in admitting a regular current of 
air and keeping the grate clean, 80 
as to afford passage for the air 


thtough the coal. If the chimney will not 
draw their efforts are wasted. Nor is it the 
chimney alone, but the combustion chamber 
itself and the pipe leading to the chimney. 
that will become dirty, and all refuse to work 
to their full capacity. Altogether the opinion 
is gaining that the prince pal requirement for 
smoke prevention is care or and attention to 
the furnace and boiler more than the intro- 
duction of devices specially intended to burn 
the bodies into which coal is dissolved by dis- 
tillation. It is a fact, for instance, that boilers 
are frequently allowed to become damaged; 
that a brick or two will, tumble out of the 
walls around it and expose a part of its sur- 
face to the air outside. This will chill the 
boiler at that noint and cause the volatile sub- 
stances that should be burned to be reduced 
to a temperature at which they will congeal 
and pass off unburned. Considering that it 
requires a heat of 1,500° to burn these gaseous 
bodies it is seen that it takes but little loss of 
heat to chill them below the burning point. 


A Suggestion from Dr. Ware, 


Commissioner of Health Dr. Ware suggests 
that it might be a good plan if business-men 
would hold their engineers and firemen re- 
sponsible if any smoke nuisance is created by 
the furnaces in their charge. This could ap- 
ply only where the owner has provided the 
necessary conditions for perfect combustion 
by having sufficient boiler capacity for the 
amount of steam required, having the chirm- 
neys cleaned, and, if necessary, a sinoke-con- 
suming device attached to the furnace. Given 
all these requirernents and not being expected 
to crowd the boilers beyond their capacity 
Dr. Ware thinks the engineers or firemen 
ought to be compelled to keep the furnaces 
clean. ‘* Suppose a business-man is fined for 
making a nuisance,“ said the Commissioner, 
and it is really the fault of the fireman or 
engineer, I do not think it would be wise to 
discharge the man. It might be difficult to 
get a more capable one. But just let the em- 
ployer deduct the amount of the fine from the 
man’s wages, and I am confident that chim- 
ney would not smoke again. 

The chimneys are still smoking, and the 
Health Department is still prosecuting the 
owners. The Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke is not doing much active work just 
now, but is getting its arms and ammunition 
in readiness. Engineer White is engaged in 
the disagreeable task of examin and classi- 
fying smoke consumers with the information 


thereto appertaining.

The 
boats, however, must be thirty-four feet long 
and six feet beam, and be built of an orna- 
mental pattern and capable of carrying thirty 
passengers. According to present plans there 
will be fifty boats in the fleet. 


May Have Captive Balloons, 

‘Visitors to the World’s Fair may have an 
opportunity to go up in a captive balloon. 
There was before the Committee on Ways and 
Means yesterday an application from an 
aeronaut named Wolf, formerly instructor in 
the German army,to conduct captive bal-
